National Scene 


Washington, Oct. 25—What- 
ever else the 1962 session of 
Congress did—or failed to do 
—it achieved the record, in 
the words of Senator Robert- 
son (D-Va.), of being “the 
largest peacetime spender in 
history.” 

The government’s fiscal 
situation was described as 
“alarming” by the Virginia 
Senator, who is chairman of 
the Senate Banking Commit- 
tee. 

The longest session of Con- 
gress since 1951 voted appro- 
priations totaling an unprece- 
dented peacetime $102,262,- 
154,659. 

This includes regular ap- 
propriations of $92,266,154,659 
—plus $9,996,000,000 of per- 
manent appropriations, prin- 
cipally for interest on the 
public debt. 

Despite this generosity, Con- 
gress Slashed $4,662,407,956 
from the amount Mr. Ken- 
nedy had requested—$96,928,- 
562,615, exclusive of the per- 
manent appropriations. 

Regular appropriations vo- 
ted compared with $86,606,- 


819,990 for the 1962 fiscal year 
(ending last June 30) and 
with $73,634,817,611 for 1961. 

Actual spending during the 
current (1963) fiscal year is 
now estimated at. $94 billion 
by the professional staff of 
the Senate Appropriations 
Committee, after consultation 
with the Budget Bureau. 

This compares with the $92.5 
billion estimate made by Mr. 
Kennedy in the Budget he 
submitted to Congress last 
January. 

Receipts for the current fis- 
cal year are now estimated 
at $85.9 billion — compared 
with the $93 billion Kennedy 
estimate last January. 

These revised figures — by 
the Senate Appropriations 
Committee staff — forecast a 
deficit of $8.1 billion during 
the current fiscal year—in- 
stead of a $500 million sur- 
plus predicted last January by 
Mr. Kennedy. 

The $8.1 billion deficit 
would follow a $6.3 billion 
deficit for 1962 and a $3.9 bil- 
lion deficit for 1961—making 
a three-year total “red ink”

CANCER STUDY 
HALF COMPLETED 


VISALIA, Oct. 25 — Work get- 
ting under way in Tulare county 
and across the nation will bring 
the American Cancer society to 
the half-way mark in its six-year 
study of the possible relationship 
of human living habits to cancer, 
it has been announced by George 
K. Johnson, chairman of the epi- 
demiology study. 

The study began in October, 
1959 with the enrollment of 1,- 
100,000 Americans — 120,000 of 
them Californians and 2,348 of 
them residents of Tulare county. 

It is being conducted with the 
assistance of 70,000 volunteer re- 
searchers — specially trained for 
the purpose — whose efforts, if 
not contributed, would cost many 
millions of dollars. 

Subject of the study are alsol 
participating on a _ voluntary . 
basis. They come from all walks 
of life and from both rural and 
urban, areas—representing a true 
cross-section of the American pub- 
lic. Each year, confidential in- 
formation is secured from them 
and sent on to New York wheré 
it is processed by electronic com-
